but rather that the source of u nations 
greatness lies in the character of her 
people. This has brought the question 
of immigration forcably before -bo 
people of Canada and many people now 
regard the assimilation of certain types 
of Europeans as a menace to the de- 
velopment of proper Canadian nation- 
hoods. It Is being argued further 
tba^ our future should rest in the 
hands of the Anglo-Saxon peoples 
alone, and that all tho continental 
races 'should be refused admission to 
this country. On tho other hand we 
have to consider the material develop- 
ment of our natural resources, and the 
labor necessary to produce this wealth, 
as well as the highly desirable ele- 
ments which Europe has to give 'to the 
bonding up of a new country. 
""The recent strikes throughout Can- 
ada have also impressed us with the 
dansen which European Immigration 
"hold for'onr'mdustrial hfe. 1 Most of 
our unrest, It seems, is due to foreign 
agitators trying Uravenge an old world 
grievance In a new world society. 
This; and other things, makes the ques- 
tion of Immigration one of striking im- 
portance to Canadians at the present 
time.

At 6.30 sharp yesterday afternoon 
McQlU's fencers and would be fencers 
mot In the Union 'for their first prac- 
tice of the season, under the able In- 
struction of Mr. John Leng. ' About 
twenty fellows turned up for the prac- 
tice, a greater Bumber than had been 
at either of the two previous business 
meetings. 

No time was- wasted in getting down 
to work, of which' Mr. Lcng promised 
enough to make -them sore for tho rest 
of the week. To. begin witbhe'point- 
ed out and named the different pares 
of the foil— the feet, centre and feeblo 
parts of the blade, the guard and the 
grip s "with it concave and convex 
curves. With this Information fixed 
the oinda.of t|te:he^n,Mre he dis- 

Dl aln the first position taken In fenc- 
ing, that of standing with the feet at 
right angles— arms on hips and hoafl 
facing over the right shoulder at the 
opponent (in this case imaginary). 
After practising this position' till they 
were able to get something: like a right 
angle without looking at their feet, the 
fellows were given* the "knee bend* 
with thé trunk erect. Many found this 
difficult but after repetition It became 
more natural and easy. This was fol- 
lowed by the position of "on guard" 
(without folia), that was the first po- 
sition, knees bend, and the right foot 
Advanced twice and a half its own 
length at right angles from the left 
foot. This proved to the beginners 
a very trying position and was made 
more especially, so when Mr Lens 
made them hold the position, with both 
knees bent to the limit, while he ex- 
plained at lcrfgth some detail or criti- 
cized the various attitudes of the fel- 
lows. After getting the fellows fami- 
liar, with this position nui having them 
run through the three several times 
they were given tbe advance and retire. 
When tho fencers showed indications 
of a little Bpeed 
abovo exercises Mr 
them and. substituted the sitting-up 
floor exercises. Walking them rapidly 
around the room with stops, starts and 
reverses, familiar to the footballers, 
and alternating with the floor exer- 
cises of raising and lowering the legs, 
sitting up. and touching 4he instep, 
raising -and lowering on the arras, 
raising and lowering the arras and 
legs from the stomach position and 
finally, heels raise, knees bend and a 
last two minutes walk, Mr. Leng suc- 
ceeded in exhauBling the healthiest 
athlete present. To enable the fel- 
lows to overcome the resultant stiff- 
nésB beforo Friday, Mr. Leng has of- 
fered to give an extra half hour ou 
Wednesday. Further- notification of 
this meeting will bo given. If the 
practice is hold It means that tho 
fencers will have become familiar with 
the primary positions -rail will bo ubie 
to gel onto the foil. 

From the numerous turnout and the 
willingness with which the fcllowa 
went through the hardest oxerclso tbey 
have probably bad for sorao time, it 
certainly looks as If McGlll could de- 
velop a very capable team for the Aa- 
sault-at-Arms in February.

• cleared away. That this is but an indication of rttpp trejid which is 
. lo characterize the future we have no doubt. The world has a new 
. conception of Canada and one. which is entirely contrary to that of 
j pre-war days. Canada is not, as was very generally supposed, a 
; Wldcrncss, a province in the primeval sense of the term, but a 

• nation which has been tested and not found wantipg---a ^country 
t »'hich has proven itself in all respects worthy of recognition as a 
; nation. 

The fact, therefore, that McGill is to a greater extent than ever 
before a cosmopolitan university, that she has to-day within her 
a body of foreign students far outnumbering that of past 
iVc'ars, is in the nature/ of things fact ^worthy of consideration. 
IT)oes this influx of the foreign clement call for any particular pro- 
vision academically or socially? We arc not prepared to answer 
affirmatively nor arc we in a position to reply in the negative. The 
point to emphasize is that the present situation is one which should 
be considered with a view to the best interests of the University as 
well as to those of such foreign students. 

Already there is a movement on foot to effect the organization 
o/-this foreign clement. Such a step is but natural and in many 
jjy ays it is. commendable but at the samçjiuicj*e.jntist not lose sight 
■jpr'tnc.foot that these "students should and must he assimilated. 
Anything in the nature of segregation on the' part of these men 
list br. to the decided disadvantage, not only of such students, but 
> the University at large, which as a university must essentially be 
capable of assimilating men of all tongues and all grades and cata- 
.gorics of thought.

Th;ui morn- 
ing he attended a funeral and after 
retu rning to the court .house oomplaln- 
od of feeling 111 and went home, death 
following In a short time. Mr. Barre 
travelled for many years with Ha mum 
ami Bailey and other circuses,' retiring 
ten years . ago, snoel that time he has 
been a guard at the Court House. 'He 
waa .48 years of ase, 

Tho giant Jail guard and retired 
heavy -weight lifting champion waa an 
International figure with a world 're>pn» 
tat Jon for, bla ohoscii physciai. attain- 
ment 3. Ho travelled all over Canada 
and tho United -States fn the dàya when 
straight lifting won him '■his. tHW Barre 
never knew his strength and 'Mr. Eu- 
gone Tremblay, champion wreétlcr, Is 
reepomtlble for tlio *tè tern ont that the 
giant Frenchman never exerted himself 
to the limit in any of his contests. 

Ho first Htartcd out In Montreal 
where, as' an amoiteur, ho won Kft after 
lift, sometimes in borne and again on 
the platform of small balls In St. Henry 
and Point St. Charles. He attracted 
tho attention of promoters and waa 
inducscd to Join Bhrnum and Bailey's 
circus as a star attraction.' Later no 
Joined the Ringllng Brothers and for 
four yfars was the main attraction In 
the. big sldo show. 

Barre retired . about riurtec'n y< aid 
ago, undefeated obemploii with ten 
world's records to his crcdjt. six Qf 
which lie held at the time of his death.
